Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Reason for Allowance 

3. Claims 24-30 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Wu et al. 
appears to be the closest prior art reference. However, this reference fails to teach that 
upper plate is composed of SiGe polysilicon (claims 24-28 and 30) and one electrodes 
of capacitor and one electrodes of bipoilar device comprise a first conductive pattern of 
SiGe material (claim 29). Prior art of record fails to teach or suggest to incorporate 
these limitations into Wu et al. to arrive at the claimed device.
